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Dress Code Raises Controversy

Another school year begins. New 
classes, new lockers, new faces...and a 
new dress code. Many students were 
surprised to find an addition in the 
student handbook to the code that has 
been in place for as long as most of us can 
remember. The new addition to the code 
states that “students must be covered 
from the shoulders to four inches above 
the knees. For example, tank tops, short 
skirts, or short shorts are unacceptable. 
Visible underwear or spaghetti strap 
garments are also unacceptable." But 
since the beginning of the school year, 
there have been a lot of hot days and a 
proportional number of pairs of shorts 
and tank tops. Many students wearing 
such clothes have been reprimanded, 
and some have actually been sent home. 
Needless to say, many students are upset 
and are starting to complain. On Friday, 
students began a lively debate about 
the new code in Ms. Freeman’s Art His- 
tory class, and Ms. Freeman invited Ms. 
Mooney-Teta to come up to the class 


and have the students 
voice their opinions 
to the headmaster. 
One of the ma- 
jor points that came 
up was that for many 
girls, complying with 
the new dress code © 
meant having to buy 
new clothes. Com- 
fortable shorts that 
fall less than four 
inches above the knee 
are hard to find, and 
most girls don’t own 
any. There are only a 
couple weeks in the 
year, at the very begin- 
ning and the very end, 
that are hot enough to 
require shorts, and it’s 
unfair to force girls to 
buy new shorts that

they do not really like and that they will 
only wear for these short amounts of 
time. Also, these rules do not necessarily 
encompass all possible permutations of 
inappropriate dressing—some low cut 
tops look completely inappropriate but 


do not violate the dress code, while many 
sleeveless tops are quite modest. There 
are girls who have been sent home for 
wearing shorts that may violate the dress 
code, but are not provocative in the least. 
Similarly, leggings are not supposed to be 


worn on their own, according to possible 
new provisions to the dress code, while 
tight skinny jeans and jeggings are al- 
lowed. These discrepancies are frustrating 
and reinforce the idea that the dress code 
is arbitrary. 

Furthermore, if the point of the 
new dress code is to make students less 
distracted by provocative clothing and 
more comfortable, the administration 
is ignoring the fact that many students 
wont feel comfortable in clothes that fit 
the dress code. For instance, if the only 
pair of shorts that a girl can find that fit 
the dress code are ugly in her eyes, she 
will feel uncomfortable and embarrassed 
all day, which could definitely negatively 
impact her class work. 

Many of the teachers haven’t even 
been following the dress code. Students 
have reported seeing teachers wearing 
sleeveless tops and skirts that appear to 
fall more than four inches above their 
knees. If the students are subjected to 
these restrictions, why shouldn’t the 
teachers be as well?

When you hear the name ‘Ben Af 
fleck,’ what comes to mind is the pretty- 
boy actor who made it big playing Matt 
Damon’s charming sidekick in the hit film 
Good Will Hunting back in the nineties. 
However, with the sharp and well-acted 
Gone Baby Gone of 2007, Affleck proved 
that he was a success both in front of 
and behind the camera. Now, three years 
later, Affleck is back with another surefire 
box-office hit: The Town. With its rapid- 
pace gunfire, pounding explosions and 
fast-paced car chases, and an attempted 
robbery of Fenway Park, The Town is some- 
thing you certainly don’t want to miss.

Mosque Controversy: a Summary

Often referred to as the “Ground 
Zero mosque”, Parksr is a $100 million 
planned Islamic community center in the 
state of New York. Contrary to common 
belief, the center will not only house a 
mosque but it also other things such as 
a swimming pool, basketball court, library, 
day-care facility, restaurant and cooking 
school. The center is located two blocks 
from the World Trade Center site and 
is not visible from New York’s “Ground 
Zero”. 

The anticipation of this project 
has been stirring much controversy and 
debate from all corners of the globe. 
There are prominent opponents and 
supporters of the project among Muslim 
communities, families of 9/11 victims, 
and politicians—making the project a 
divisive campaign issue of the zor0 mid- 
term elections. 

Addressing the issue at hand, 
President Barack Obama stated, “As 
a citizen, and as president, I believe 
that Muslims have the same right to 
practice their religion as anyone else 
in this country. That includes the right 
to build a place of worship and a com- 
munity center on private property in 
lower Manhattan.” His remarks have pro- 
voked a strong reaction: New York City 
mayor Michael Bloomberg, an advocate 
of the mosque called Obama’s speech a 


“Canon defense of the freedom of reli- 
gion.” 

Others, however, challenged his 
statement. Former Vice Presidential 
Candidate Sarah Palin, for example, 
posted a list of questions on Facebook 
titled “Legitimate Questions for the 
President”, in which she asked, “Mr. 
President, should they or should they not 
build a mosque steps away from where 
radical Islamists killed 3000 people? 
Please tell us your position. We all know 
that they have the right to do it, but 
should they?” 

Due to rise of Islamophobia in the 
United States, Muslim-Americans have 
been reluctant to show their support for 
the Parks1 project. With the proposal of 
this community center, a non-denomi- 
national church in Gainesville, Florida, 
announced their plan to host an “Interna- 
tional Burn a Quran Day” on September 
11, 2010. “We believe that Islam is of the 
devil, that it’s causing billions of people 
to go to hell, it is a deceptive religion, it 
is a violent religion and that is proven 
many, many times,” Pastor Terry Jones 
told CNN. 

The so-called “Burn a Quran Day” 
ignited a chain of protests by hundreds 
of Afghans, who shouted “Death to 
America” while burning American flags. 
As the hatred spread exponentially among 
Muslims around the world, General Da- 
vid Petraeus, the top U.S. Commander 
in Afghanistan expressed his outrage to 


Pastor Jones’s decision to burn the Quran. 
“It could endanger troops and it could 
endanger the overall effort here... It puts 
our soldiers in jeopardy,” he told ABC 
News, “And I think, in fact, images from 
such activity could very well be used by 
extremists here and around the world.” 
On September 9, 2010, as a result of 
such international pressure, Pastor a 
Jones announced that his church will “not 
today, not ever” burn a Quran. He stated 
that their goal was “to expose that there 
is an element of Islam that is very danger- 
ous and very radical” and that they Sag 
“definitely accomplished that mission.” 
With all the controversy and debate 
that Parkst has given rise to, many Ameri- 
cans are left wondering: can America 
reach a compromise without violence? _ 
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you'll think of joining us. We'll be happy 
to accept you.

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Should the Park51 Mosque Be Built?

When the plans for Parks1 (also known as the Cordoba Center) were 
announced last December, they sparked no controversy. The proposed Islamic cul- 
tural center and mosque in Manhattan was supported by many religious leaders and 
even by some of the families of 9/11 victims. There is a large and growing Muslim 
population in New York City, and building a new mosque whose goal was to bring 
together New Yorkers of all faiths seemed like the logical and tolerant thing to do. 
Unfortunately, that tolerance did not last long. Fear can rally otherwise good people 
around intolerant and irrational ideas. Controversy over the mosque began when 
conservative bloggers heard about the plans. On her blog, Atlas Shrugs, Pamela 
Geller called the plans for Parks: “The Monster Mosque” and later stated that, 
“This is Islamic domination and expansionism. The location is no accident. Just as 
Al-Aqsa was built on top of the Temple in Jerusalem.” The first newspaper article 
that passionately disagreed with the placement of the mosque was written on May 
13, 2010. In the article, Andrea Peyser quoted Geller at length and said that she 
supported the protest that Geller was planning to lead. The article also said that 
the Cordoba Center would open ON 9/11, which was completely false. 

The mosque hysteria spread fast. Of course Fox News and Sarah Palin 
expressed their problem with it loudly and proudly. Many people said that they 
thought that it was just being built too close to Ground Zero. People said that if 
it was built a few more blocks away, they would have no problem with it. Well, 
there is already a mosque “a few blocks away”. One has been four blocks away for 
decades. We’re sure people have been informed of this by now, but we would really 
like to restate it here: the mosque will not be at ground zero; it will be in a build- 
ing that used to house a Burlington Coat Factory two blocks away. Although we do 
not agree with it, we can, to an extent, understand why some people had a problem 
with the mosque’s placement. What we don’t understand, however, is why there has 
been controversy over building mosques in Tennessee, Kentucky, Illinois, Georgia, 
Wisconsin and California. Protests have been held in each of those states over 
plans to open new mosques. We’re sorry, but Ground Zero is pretty far away from 
Tennessee. Prejudice against Muslims is a very real thing in America. The protests 
all over the nation thus reveal the one in New York for what it truly is: prejudice, 
plain and simple. When did it become acceptable to disrespect other peoples’ reli- 
gions? Freedom of religion extends to everyone, and the fact that such a furor has 
risen up over this is disturbing. 

There is no way to say that someone cannot build a religious center in an 
unused building and still be considered tolerant. Besides, the plans are for a com- 
munity center, not just a place of worship. The community center would include a 
theater, fitness center, bookstore, culinary school, art studio and prayer space and 
would be open to everyone. They are legitimately trying to create opportunities for 
the whole community, no exceptions. How could people have a problem with 
that? There is no real excuse not to allow the Cordoba Center to be made. Any 
reason people can come up with ultimately stems from prejudice and fear. Those 
against the mosque may think that ALL Muslims are anti-America. What they 
don’t realize is that not allowing this mosque to be built would actually be un-

or radiofrequency radiation. There are 
two types of radio waves: the ionizing 
kind and the non-ionizing kind. Ionizing 
radiation (thankfully not found in your 
phone), such as X-ray, has potential to turn. 
you into a nicely-tanned pulp, if you stand 
under it for too long. Non-ionizing radia- 
tion, however, can beam text messages, 
microwave your food and transmit the lat- 
est J-Bieb song over the radio. Essentially, 
it can, at best, heat things around it. Cel- 
lular phones simply do not emit enough 
of this radiation to have any discernable 
effect on the human body. Furthermore, 
scientists have discovered no link between 
non-ionizing radiation and cancer. The 
2010 study of 21,770 participants done 
by Siegal Sadetzki of Tel Aviv University 
suggests no hard, conclusive evidence that 
cell phone use can cause cancer. Sadetzki 
and his team, however, did discover a weak 
correlation between heavy cellular phone 
usage (more than 30 minutes per day for 
ten years) and brain tumors. 

Therefore, cell phone users should 
probably not be worried. In the study,
